Rabbi's  Desk 


Biblical  Hebrew  uses  no  generic  word  to 
denote  parents,  but  refers  to  them  always 
as  father  and  mother.  Later,  Hebrew 
adopted  the  word  horim,  which  occurs  only 
once  in  the  Bible,  and  probably  means  fore¬ 
bears.  Respect  for  parents  is  written  in  the  Ten 
Commandments  and  rabbinical  law  permits  only 
two  exceptions  to  the  duty  of  unquestioning 
obedience:  Parents  must  be  disobeyed  when 
they  order  their  children  to  trespass  the  Torah; 
and  a  son  may  ignore  his  parents’  wishes  when 
choosing  a  wife.  Otherwise,  the  duty  of  honor¬ 
ing  and  revering  parents  knows  no  bounds.  (The 
Oxford  Dictionary  of  the  Jewish  Religion .)

This, 
too,  accords  with  the  feeling  that  the  Hebrew

Are  You  A  Firstborn? 

If  you  are  a  firstborn  male  your  presence 
is  requested  at  the  7:15  A.M.  morning  service 
on  Friday,  April  10. 

In  commemoration  of  the  sparing  of  the 
Israelite  firstborn  in  Egypt,  all  firstborns  are 
required  to  fast  on  the  day  before  Passover. 
)he  sole  exception  to  this  rule  is  for  the  first¬ 
borns  to  attend  a  Siyum- which  is  the  festive 
completion  of  a  tractate  of  Talmud-and  to  par¬ 
take  of  the  light  repast  that  accompanies  it.  So 
each  year,  on  Erev  Pesah,  a  special  Siyum  is 
held  as  part  of  the  morning  service  to  exempt 
firstborns  from  fasting. 

There  is  a  tradition  is  some  communities 
to  include  firstborn  females  in  this  Siyum ,  and 
we  encourage  the  practice.  In  addition,  par¬ 
ents  of  firstborns  who  are  not  yet  of  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  age  have  an  obligation  either  to  bring 
their  children  to  this  service  or  to  represent 
them  at  the  service. 

The  service  will  end  at  about  8  A.M.  and 
will  be  followed  by  a  breakfast  snack. 

Rabbi  Kenneth  Stern  will  be  glad  to  write 
excuse  notes  for  all  students  who  attend  and  will 
be  late  for  school  because  of  this  special  service.

The  Food  Pantry  suggests  that  when  you  physically  rid  your  home 
of  hametz,  you  donate  the  food  to  the  Food  Pantry  for  distribution  to 
the  hungry  poor  in  our  neighborhood.  You  will  be  performing  a  double 
mitzvah  by  bringing  your  hametz  to  the  synagogue  for  this  purpose.

The  second  seder  will  be  conducted  by  Rab¬ 
bi  David  H.  Lincoln  and  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  the  Synagogue 
Choir  accompanied  by  Neil  Robinson  at  the  piano. 

Celebrations  in  the  Mazer  School  of  Religious  Studies 

Study  seders  will  take  place  on  April  2,  6  and  7. 

Passover  Dietary  Laws 
Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  crack¬ 
ers.  cereal,  coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat,  barley,  oats, 
spelt,  rye,  and  all  liquids  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from 
grain  alcohol.  In  addition,  most  Ashkenazic  authorities  have  added  the 
following  foods  to  the  above  list:  rice,  corn,  millet,  legumes  (beans. 


peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans  are  permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic  author¬ 
ities  permit,  while  others  forbid  the  use  of  legumes  in  a  form  other  than 
its  natural  state,  for  example,  corn  sweeteners,  com  oil,  soy  oil,  peanut 
oil.  Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use  of  all  of  the  above.  Consult  Rab¬ 
bi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of  these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  prior  to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of  natural  cof¬ 
fee  (without  cereal  additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt,  pepper,  natural 
spices,  fruit  juices  with  no  additives  (frozen,  canned,  or  bottled),  frozen 
(uncooked)  vegetables  (for  legumes,  see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage 
cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in  water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked) 
fruit  (with  no  additives),  baking  soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  (except 
for  legumes  above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh  meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased 
either  before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (matzoh,  cakes,  mat- 
zoh  flour,  farfel,  matzoh  meal,  and  any  products  containing  matzoh), 
wine,  vinegar,  liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits,  candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk, 
ice  cream,  yogurt,  and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased 
during  Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bottled):  milk,  but¬ 
ter,  juices,  vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices,  coffee,  tea,  and  fish 
as  well  as  all  foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liquid 
detergents  do  not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  guides  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required  for  life 
sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life  sus¬ 
taining  therapy,  some  authorities  permit,  while  others  prohibit.  Consult 
Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all  cases,  capsules  are  preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  utensils  are 
used.  According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from  a  utensil  by 
the  same  process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the  utensil.  Therefore, 
utensils  used  in  cooking  are  kashered  by  boiling,  those  used  in  broil¬ 
ing  are  kashering  by  fire  and  heat  and  those  used  only  for  cold  food 
are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered.  But  fine 
translucent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year  may  be 
used  if  scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler)  must  first 
be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made  as  hot  as  possi¬ 
ble.  Those  used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silverware,  pots)  must  be  thor¬ 
oughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  completely  immersed  in  boiling 
water.  Pots  have  water  boiled  in  them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The 
utensils  should  not  be  used  for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between 
the  cleaning  and  the  immersion  in  boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils 
cannot  be  kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with  food' 
must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and  range 
should  be  heated  as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there  is  a  broil

setting,  use  it.  Self-cleaning  ovens  should  be  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and 
then  put  through  the  self-cleaning  cycle.  Continuous  cleaning  ovens 
must  be  kashered  in  the  same  manner  as  regular  ovens.  Microwave 
ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the  food  by  means  of  heat,  should  be  cleaned 
and  then  a  cup  of  water  should  he  placed  in  it.  Then  the  oven  should 
be  turned  on  until  the  water  disappears.  A  microwave  oven  that  has  a 
browning  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for  kashering 
drinking  utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in  water  for  three  days, 
changing  the  water  every  24  hours,  while  the  other  opinion  requires  only 
a  thorough  scrubbing  before  Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 

E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of  24 
hours,  a  full  cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact  with 


hametz  are  removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appropriate  way  (if 
metal,  follow  the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the  parts  are  not  remov¬ 
able,  the  appliance  cannot  be  kashered.  (All  exposed  parts  should  bf 
thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they  should 
he  thoroughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may  be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thorough  clean¬ 
ing,  and  by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain  sink  should  be 
clean  and  a  sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are  to  be  soaked  in  a 
porcelain  sink,  a  dish  basin  must  be  used. 

I.  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes,  pots  and 
hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should  he  separated, 
locked  up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to  prevent  accidental  use.
